Officially. Custer Hall is the Fort Hays women's dormitory providing 
housekeeping facilities lor eighty-eight college women. Unofficially, it is the 
niecca for date-seeking college men.

This organization, under the faculty supervision of Dr. W. D. Moreland, was 
begun eight years ago to provide opportunity for men to attend school at a 
minimum of expense. The movement has grown and accomodations have 
been greatly improved since that time. The boys have access to lounging and 
recreation rooms and a student supervised study. 

The building care is in charge of boys on the student work program, as is 
the organized mail delivery. Arlyn Drake has been the efficient field super 
visor this year. 

Although the field residents are noted for maintaining a high average grade 
point they are also out after their share of college fun. Their activities include 
a lively party held in the stadium each semester and a formal dinner-dance. An¬ 
other popular event is the openhouse dance of alternate weeks to which all 
campus girls are invited. 

Mrs. W. A. “Mother” Lewis ably fills the capacity of housemother for the 
boys. One of her many duties is the charge of the infirmary room. Also 
her presence at social functions provides the group with a gracious hostess. 
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Better than any words we can write, these pages will tell the story of the 
activities of the Reveille stall during the 1941-1942 school year. You. the 
readers, will be the sole judges as to whether or not our ellorts have been worth 
while.
